Indifpofition, | faw that he extreamly wonder’d at my Affert- 
ing the Truth of this Paper, adding withal, that there hardly 
was any Man of Senfe,but held it for a Forgery. His chiet reafon 
was, ‘| hat this Piece was never Printed in any other Language; 
and that it was altogether unlikely that the Apology ot fo ta- 
mous an Author, who has had, ever fince he appear’d in the 
World, fo many Friends and Adverfaries, fhould have efcap’d 
the careful fearchof both In vain I iXeply’d, That many pa- 
pers as Ingenious and Celebrated as this, have been longer un- 
known. I could not prevail upon him; For, added he, if it be 
the true Work of Machiavel, Why did they not publifh ic in 
Italian too? That would have made it unqueftionable, the Style 
of that great Man being eafily difcernable.

Tis known thatbetore Fulius Cefary the Roman years were Lu- 
nary ones; now to make them agree with the Natural year; or the 


Courfe of the Sun, they intercalated a Month every two or three: 


years; the care of this Intercalation was committed to the High 
Pricft, who kept it very fecret , this fham making him Rever- 
enced by the Vulgar, ard being alfo very gainful, as caufing him 
co be frequently Bribedto lengthen the Year, by fuch as were 
defirous to continue their Offices longer. or the Cuftoms they 
Farmed ; but Julius Cefar being High Prieft , made bold to Re- 
form the Calendar,(¢) and had he done no other Good tothe Ro 
man State, he deferves, in fome manner, the difturbances his 
Ambition produced, fhould be forgiv’n to him. 


The Heathen Romans had their Relicks, as well as the Chritti- 
ans of that Name, tho’ not in fogreat a number, for Hiftory re- 
members but feven, (d) viz. The Needle of the Mother of the Gods, 
the Earthen Chariot,the Afhes of the Veientins, the Scepter of Pri- 
am, the Statueof that King’s Eldeft Daughter, the Pa/adium, or 
Statue of Minerva, the Ancilia, or Bucklers dropt from Heaven: 
Indeed there was (¢) but one fall’n down ; but becaufe it was 
Propheird,that where that fhicld fhquid be kept,there fhould ne 
ical 
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Seat of the Empire of the World; they made Eleven more fo 
like to that one, that none could diftinguith them from the true 
one, to prevent the Robbing of fo dear a paund. 


In the 8th Chapter, he {peaks of the Emblems, under which 
they reprefented the feveral Countries, Colonies, and chief Places 
of the Roman Empire. 


Inthe gth, he treats of their Magiftrates, wherein he obferves 
the great Power of the Tribunes of the People, which was the 
Caute that the Emperors aflumed to themfelves Tribunitiam Pote 
flatem, which was renewedevery year ; So that Ti). Pot.iv.iscom- 
monly faid to be the fame with the fourth year of one’s Reign: But 
our Author confutes this common Opinion of Medalifts, fhewing, 
(e) that Tiberius, and divers others enjoyed the Tribunitial Power 
long before they were Emperors, the T R. Pot. is often engraven 
without any Number of Years ; and that oftentimes the Years 
of their Tribunitial Power are fewer in Number than thofe of 
their Reign, the Emperors now and then committing thar Truft 
to fuch as they were very confident of. 


The roth Chapter treats of the Roman Wars, Military Officers. 
Arms, Words of Command, Victories, Rewards, wc, 


The rith fpeaks of their Games and Religious Vows, wherein 
the Original of the Ludi Seculares, or Heathen Jubilees is very 
obfervable ; for it fhews, that the Ancient Romans knew as well 
howto invent Miracles and Revelations as the Modern.

HE Title and Author of this Book is a higher Commenda- 

tion than the beft Abftraét that can be made of it: So that it 
is fufficient to obferve, That it treats of all forts of Governments, 
of alltheir Parts, and the feveral Circumftances chat attend them: 
As Confpiracies, Treafons, Offenfive and Defenfive War ; and 
that he lays down feveral Maxims and Precepts concerning thofe 
Various States. 

Policy being One of thofe Sciences which are grounded upon 
Experience, is very differently taught, according as Men have ap- 
plied themfelves more or lefs attentively to certain Parts of it; and 
therefore it is likely, that all Politicks will not agree with our Re- 
nowned Knight inthe following Axiom,:thatif a Prince be advan- 
ced fa) by the Favour of Great Men, he muft meet with many 
Difficulties, wherea’, if he be raisd by the People, few or none 
will hardly difobey him: Thence he concludes, That a Prince 
made by the Multitude, is much more fecure than he whom the 
Nobility preters. The Reafons of his Affertion feem moft pro- 
bable, 1. That Perfonsof great Quality. and who were but late- 
ly his Equals, will not obey him fo readily. 2 That Common 
People : not defire to enjoy morethan their own, and to be de- 
fended from Oppreffion ; Whereas Great Men do ftudy not only 
to hold their own, but alfotocommand and infult ever their Infee 
riors. 

This Maxim proves true in feveral Occafions,; as when in a 
free Commonwealth, after long Difputes between the Gentry and 
the Commonalty, fome Nobleman, by his great Intereft amongtt 
his Equals, or the Soldiery, obtains the Superiority, and at length 
the Soveraign Government: For, befides, that it feldom or never 


happens, That allthe Great Men of a Nation, fhou'd concur to 
Cli- 
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eaflave their Countrey, unlefs the Government of the New In- 
trruder be very mild and gentle, he mutt needs be hated by all the 
Peops and infenfibly loie all his Friends, it being impoffible that 
e fhould beable to fatisfie all their Paffions,without opprefling his 
Subjefts. This was the Cafe of Fults Cafar, and the Caute too of 
his being murdered by histeft Friends. But Jet us now fuppote, 
that the People gets the better of the Nobility, and that by a Civil 
War, and the kindnefs of the Mob, a Man be rais’d to the Su- 
pream Authority, as it happened to Crome; ’tis a thoufand to 
one, if it beas happy as our late Ufurper; tor there is nothing fo 
unftable as the Favour of the Vulgar; and it is of fuch Kings or 
Princes of whom it may be truly faid, -

Our Author giving Directions, how to manage War, fays, 
That (4) fone Wife Men, not fuperiitioufly, but difcreeily, dy think 
prodigious Signs from Heaven, cron karth, are not to be neglected ,_net- 
ther are Dreams in time of War to be contemned : Which he confirms 
with this Sentence of /:milius Probus, Nam amat benign.tas Numinzs 
feu quod merentur bomines, feu quod tangitur eorum affectione bis quogue 
ratin bus troiere gue impendent : “S That the Divine Goodnefs delights to 
S reveal things to come that way, either becaufe of the Merits of Men, or 
“© of the Love be bears to them, Whatever the Truth of this 
Maxim be, ture it's, That a General, who Heads a Superfittious 
Army, ought to take care not to difcourage his Soldiers, by in- 
ducing them to imagine, that God is angry with them. 

He gives a very good Advice, but which is much neglected at 
this prefert time ; namely (c) Jn every Enterprize to frultrate the Sol- 
diers of Spoils and Pillages. \ have read in Cambden’s Annals, of a 
certain General, that he ordered the Booty to be kept by, as well 
to bear the Charges of the War, as toremunerate thoie who had 
behaved themfelves extreamly well, Such Princes and Com- 
“monwealths as neglect the Obfervation of this Maxim, mutt 
needs be unhappy both in their Lofles and Victories ; for being 
defeated they are liable to the Injuries of their Enemies; and being 
wigtorious, to the Contumely of their Friends,fince they are again 
feceflitated to opprefs and difguft their Subjects by New Impoliti- 
ons and Taxes. The Ancient Romans were wont to fill their

tary, to be cured of aFrenfie, and purified of the Murder of hi: 
Mother, whom he had killed, together with her Adultcrer Az’- 
fius, to revenge upon them the Murder of Agamemnon, his Father, 
That afterwards Orefles, Pylades his Friend, and Iphigenia his Si- 
fter, failed away from Aulzs to Paleflina, carrying away the Go!. 
den Statue of Diana, and there built the City of Nya.

R. Nuck has rendred his Name Famous ameng the Anato 
mifts, by feveral Treatifes and Difcoveries, efpecially by 
his Defcription of the Spittle and Watry Condudts. He propofes to 
himfelf to go forward, and follow the Lymph through its many 
ways and Channels inthe Humane Body. ‘This feems to be the 
Defign of his publifhing his Adenographia, or Defcription of the 
Glandules, and Lymphatick Vefiels,; of which no Anatomift 
has hitherto made bold to compofe a continued Hiftory. True it 
is, itappears no hard matter, out of what isalrcady, or can be 
further difcovered, to make up a compleat Draught of the Glan- 
dules, and Lymphatick Condu@s ; for aProlifick Fancy can eafi- 
ly fupply what neither the Eyes nor the Microfcope ever faw ; but 
exactly to deicribe thofe Veflels, draw them upon C opper Plates, 
and make a proffer, with our Author, to averthe Truth of thete 
Reprefcntations, by confronting them with the Originals: As 
itis acertain Token of Sincerity, fo it requires an extraordinary 
Skill in the Performer. 


Glands are commonly divided into Txro Species, the Congloba- 
ted, and the Conglomerated. The laft (a) area heap of Glardules, 
which though they be folded in the fame Tunicle, yet have each 
of them an Excretory Veffel, and witha] Arterics and Veins to 
carry theBlood and other Liquors,cither into fome great Caverns, 
or without the Body. And that the Conformation of thofe 
Glands is fuch, Dr. Nuck provesby feveral Experiments; for ha- 
ving taken off their Membrane, and convey’d a Liquor, by a 
Squirt, through the Excretory Conduéts, or their Arteries, he ob- 
ery’d that thofe Glandules remov’d one from another, and that 
both they and ticir Veffels grew fenfibly fwollen. 
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It would take up more Room than I can allow, to defcribe ay} 
the Glands and Lymphatick Veffels, of which our Author 
fpeaks; befides, that fuch a Defcriptieon cannot affect the Reader 
without the help of Figures.
